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People hold onto heritage 





History in cooking

Although the United States has 
been considered a melting pot, peo- 
ple are now trying to hold onto their 
heritage and customs, according to 
Karen Downing of Upland who 
teaches a Chaffey College Com- 
munity Education class on historic 
cooking. 

Mrs. Downing said Americans eat 
foods from all different areas of the 
country but want each culture to re- 
main distinct. 

At the same time many people 
want to return to past ways of living 
including more emphasis on historic 
cooking, but most cooks don’t like 
the work involved in those earlier 
ways, She noted. 

In the eight-week historic cooking 
class, Mrs. Downing presents 
recipes modified to appeal to 
modern families. Class members 
also share historic cookbooks and 
recipes, 50 years or older, as well as 
displaying old cooking utensils. 

Customs are discussed along with 
the cooking of a region. During 
lessons on Pennsylvania Dutch 
cooking, class members examined 
decorative rolling pins and in- 
dividual family butter molds and 
learned about Easter and Christmas 
customs the Pennsylvania Dutch 
brought from Eurepe along with 
their recipes. 

Mrs. Downing said the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch recipe for Shoo-Fly 
Pie wasn’t exactly a failure, but 
class members were disappointed. 
The pie ‘looked so beautiful, but no 
one got that excited about the 
taste,’’ she noted and said the class 
decided modern families would like 
the historic recipe better if walnuts 
or pecans were added. 

The class enjoyed the Shoo-Fly 
Pie lesson even though the taste was 
disappointing. ‘‘We can verify that 
flies are attracted to molasses,”’ 
Mrs. Downing said noting the 
recipe’s traditional name. 

Sour dough cookery has been the 
favorite lesson, she said and noted 
sour-dough was also a favorite on 
the frontier. 

Mrs. Downing said miners and 
trappers used sour dough cookery 
because they didn’t have yeast 
available for cooking. The alcohol or 
‘‘hootch” that gathers on top of the 
bubbly, fermenting mixture became 
a favorite with the Indians and may 
have been responsible for many dis- 
turbances on the frontier, she said. 

A few members of the historic 
cooking class sampled the hootch 
but most decided to use their sour 
dough starter for more traditional 
dishes. 

Other cooking lessons have includ- 
ed recipes the Indians taught the 
early colonialists. Without the help 
of the Indians the early settlers 
would have starved in a land of 
abundance, Mrs. Downing com- 
mented. 


The natural abundance may have 
been responsible for the American 
Revolution, she said noting the 
colonists probably would not have 
had the strength and courage to 
rebel if they had depended upon 
Europe for their food. 

Although food was plentiful in the 
new country, Americans had the 
reputation of being poor cooks. Mrs. 
Downing said Thomas Jefferson 
tried to bring French cookery to the 





United States and is responsible for 
many famous recipes. 

Yankee and Southern-style cook- 
ing are highlighted in the class as 
well as Midwest and Western cook- 
ing, including Mexican foods such as 
tacos which have become standard 
dishes throughout the country. 

Mrs. Downing noted the hardships 
of early American women who 
provided nourishing food for their 
families in frontier homes and 
crossing the country in wagons. 

Pioneer women learned to use the 
movement of the wagon to churn 
their butter. Bread was set to rise in 
the wagon so it would be ready to 
bake when the family halted each 
night. 

“T have always admired them. I 
just can’t imagine what they went 
through,’’ she added. 

Class members also learried about 
Fanny Farmer who was responsible 
for exact measurements in recipes 
rather than the ‘‘pinch,”’ ‘‘dash,” 
and ‘‘handful’’ of former times. 

Other class subjects include 
cosmopolitan dining represented by 
Del Monico’s, early home dining 
etiquette, cooking schools and the 
history of baby feeding. 

Most of the class members enjoy 
cooking as a hobby. Others are look- 
ing for different dishes to serve 
their families. 

Mrs. Downing said working cooks 
can also use historic cooking and 
added she looks for recipes ‘‘with a 
little history’’ to serve while enter- 
taining. 

Mrs. Downing uses the American 
heritage Cookbook as a resource for 
the class. She also teaches 
microwave cooking and is working 


on a master’s degree at Long Beach 
State College focusing on homemak- 
ing with efficient energy sources. 

The class meets 9 a.m.-noon 
Thursdays through June 10 at 
Magnolia Recreation Center. The 
course, cosponsored by Chaffey 
College and Upland Recreation 
Department, will also be taught 
next fall.

Council oks funds for organizations

Upland City Council Monday night 
approved $29,200 in allocations to 
community organizations after lear- 
ning receipt of Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) funds will balance Upland’s 
proposed $8.9 million budget for 
1976-77. 

The proposed budget included an 
estimated deficit of $67,000 before 
Upland efficials received word of 
CETA funding through January 1977 
for 13 employes. 

The CETA grant frees $117,580 
which had been committed to paying 
salaries for the 13 employes. 

The Upland Chamber of 
Commerce received $17,000. The 
chamber allocation, the largest 
amount given to a community 
organization this year, represents a 
$1,000 reduction for the second year 
in a row. Chamber officials noted 
they have reduced dependence eon 
the city even during inflationary 
times. 

The council, which refused to in- 
crease community allocations last 
vear, approved increases totaling 
$3,130 for nine community 
organizaticn: 

Allocation included West End 
Boys’ Clubs #5,000 up from $4,000 
last year; Chaffey Communities 
Cultural Center, $1,200 up from $1,- 
000; and Wayne Fanning Alcohol 


y 


Education Program, $1,250 up from 
$720. 

Other allocations include West 
End Opera and West End Symphony 
$1,000 each up from $850; Suicide 
and Crisis Intervention Service, $850 
up from $650; Town Affiliation 
Association $500 up from $400; and 
West End Oratorio, which was not 
funded last year, $500. 

All the groups told the council in- 
creased requests were based on 
higher costs and expanded service. 

In other recent action the council: 

— Designated all of Upland’s 
revenue-sharing funds ($110,713) to 
provide operational money for the 
Police Department. 

— Awarded a $22,697 contract to J. 
and J. Sewer Co. of Chino for a 
sanitary sewer project on 14th 
Street West of Euclid Avenue. 

— Approved a revised concept for 
the permanent Bicentennial display 
in the Civic Center. The new design 
includes a pool with a fountain, time 
capsule and four flagpoles for state 
and national flags as well as flags of 
Upland’s sister cities of Mildura, 
Australia and Caborca, Mexico. 

— Directed the city staff to con- 
tinue supervising quality and rates 
for regular cable television service. 
City Attorney Donal Maroney said 
the council has no legal control over 
rates charged for special services 
such as the ‘‘Z’’ movie channel.

— Requested the city staff to 
study further a proposal to raise dog 
license fees from $2 for altered 
males and $3 for altered females to 
$4 for altered males and females 
and from $4 for unaltered males and 
$6 for unaltered females to $8 for un- 
altered males and females. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas said 
the raise was unfair to the few peo- 
ple who actually license their 
animals and noted the need to en- 


force licensing. 


— Awarded a $69,558 contract to 
Laird Construction Co. Inc. for the 
improvement of Benson Avenue 
between Foothill Boulevard and 13th 
Street. ; 

— Postponed until June 7 con- 
sideration of the Recreation Com- 
mittee’s recommendation that plans 
for the Greenbelt Park be approved 
and softball and baseball be allowed 
to begin development of their fields. 

— Denied an appeal of the en- 
vironmental assessment report for 
tentative tract 9301 and continued 
consideration of the actual tract 
map to the June 7 meeting. 

The tentative tract map includes 
22 lots on 19 acres southeast of San 
Antonio Avenue and 24th street ina 
single-family residential zone with a 
minimum lot size of 15,000 square 
feet. 

— Neighbors have objected to 
placing backs or sides of homes fac-

ing them across 24th Street and 
feared the tract development would 
increase flooding of property south 
of the tract. 

— Approved annexation of 10 
acres of uninhabited land southeast 
of Wilson Avenue and the extension 
of 18th Street. 


~- Approved a tentative tract map 
for 24 lots on 20 acres northeast of 
Euclid Avenue and 23rd Street in a 
single-family residential zone with a 
minimum lot size of 20,000 square 
feet. 


— Set a hearing 7 p.m. June 7 to 
consider weed abatement within the 
city.

The Town crier 


To help citizens of Upland better understand their 
city’s responsibilities and services and to get answers on 
city government, John Shoemaker, Upland community 
relations coordinator, is bringing City Hall to the people 
through the courtesy of the Upland News.

QUESTION: Can you tell me anything about the fire 
blight disease? K.L. 

ANSWER: I contacted the General Service Director, 
Kenny Hoover and he informs me that fire blight is a 
bacterial disease that survives in blighted twigs and 
cankers. The bacteria is carried to the blossoms by bees, 
flies and other insects. In our area the most common 
plants susceptible to fire blight are flowering pear, 
apple, crabapple, pyracantha bush, and hawthorn shrub. 
When a plant or tree suddenly wilts and looks as though it 
was scorched by fire, it has fire blight. There are two 
methods of control: protect blossoms from infection by 
spraying at four or five-day intervals through the 
blossoming period with streptomycin spray, or, during 
summer, prune out and burn the diseased twigs and 
branches — cut well below the infected area. After each 
cut, sterilize the pruning tools and the cut surface with 
disinfectant. At this time we do have fire blight in our 
city 


QUESTION: Can you tell us the duties of the fire 
chief? M.S. 

ANSWER: Upland’s fire chief is Leon Lamphear. 
Under general direction he plans, organizes, staffs, 
directs, coordinates and prepares and administers the 
budget for the Fire Department; reviews and analyzes a 
wide variety of statistics and information on fires and 
frequency of occurrence, projected city growth patterns, 
developments in the fields of fire prevention and 
suppression, fire organization and management 
techniques and related matters; drafts plans designed to 
satisfy future fire protection needs and increase 
operational efficiency; directs the conduct of special 
studies related to present or anticipated functions of the 
department; prepares or directs the preparation of 
proposals concerning departmental activities for 
consideration by the city manager; directs the 
development of inservice training programs to increase 
departmental efficiency and prepare employes for 
advancement; establishes policies, procedures and 
guidelines to be observed by subordinates; reviews 
activity records and general operation of the department 
to locate problem areas and increase efficiency ; reviews 
orders for major projects, sets priorities and establishes 
work schedules ; coordinates activities of the department 
with those of other city departments and works with 
department heads and the city manager in promoting the 
improvement of city services; resolves citizen 
complaints or problems concerning activities of the 
department which cannot be handled by subordinates, 
keeps the city manager advised of departmental 
activities through oral and written reports; represents 
the department at a variety of meetings where the 
subject affects or is of concern to the department; 
coordinates activities of the department with those of 
other fire units; and speaks before public and 
eee a groups on the plans, objectives, policies and 
programs of the department.

Simon play slow starting

The Gallery Theatre 
opened with another sur- 
efire Neil Simon comedy 
Friday night, but the 
powder was still a bit damp. 
Even with sterling perfor- 
mances by Keith Mills and 
Joe Dolan as the two creaky 
vaudeville once-greats, 
‘The Sunshine Boys’’ didn’t 
really shine until the second 
act. Even then we dis- 
covered that the real 
vaudeville team ‘“‘par ex- 
cellence’’ was Keith Mills 
and Lavinia Smith. She 
plays an altogether 
different kind of nurse for 
the ailing, aging 
vaudevillian. But we are 
ahead of our story. 

Perhaps a word about the 
plot is in order. As is fre- 
quently the case with 
Simon’s plays, any word 
about the plot is going to be 
a short one. The story is a 
simple one detailing the en- 
counter after 11 years of 
animosity of two formerly- 
bright lights of the 
vaudeville stage. The occa- 
sion is a television special 
on the history of comedy, in 
which they are one of the 
more notable footnotes. 

As we said, plot is not 
Neil Simon’s strong hand. 
His forte is rather a keen 
sense of how extreme real 
people are. His pleasure is 
to put a few people in a 


small space and let them 
find their way out of some 
very human predicament. 
In the process we see 
ourselves undergoing the 
painful and hilarious 
rehearsal for living, know- 
ing that vaudeville is cer- 
tainly not dead because our 
own lives are rife with these 
unintentional one-liners. 

Now, lest I philosophize 
you away from this show, I 
hasten to add that ‘‘The 
Sunshine Boys” is a funny 
play. If there is such a thing 
as poignant slapstick, this is 
it. And in the midst of it is 
some very good acting. 

Lewis and Clark, the 
Sunshine Boys (Dolan and 
Mills) are convincing as the 
long split-up team, each 
facing decline in his own 
way.

When he was aiming at me, 
I quite enjoyed his harried 
picture of a man only too 
aware that he is not in con- 
trol of the situation.

Another who seems quite 
at home in Simon’s 
wonderland of jokery is 
Miss Smith, whom we have 
already mentioned. She 
moves with ease in this 
vehicle, and together with 
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Mills turns his sick room 
into a kind of vaudeville 
stage. 

In the act which the 
Sunshine Boys finally get 
together is another 
character of note: another 
nurse, played by Terri 
Vaught. She demonstrates 
wonderfully well why the 
National Organization of 
Women is not sponsoring a 
revival of vaudeville. I 
don’t think that my pillow 
has that much stuffing, but 
then it doesn’t have that 
shape either. 

If you feel some kinship 
with the peculiar Neil 
Simon gag-filled vision of 
how the world operates (or 
doesn’t), this production of 
‘The Sunshine Boys’’ is just 
what you've been waiting 
for.

It decides 
when and if to parole, the 
length of parole, and once 
the man is out of prison and 
“on parole,’ whether or not 
he should be continued on 
parole. If he violates parole 
or commits new crimes, the 
Adult Authority also 
decides whether or not to 
revoke his parole and 
return him to prison.

matched the position of the 
silver line with the 
numerical scale, you have 
the patient’s temperature. 
Write it down; indicating 
the time at which it was 
taken. Then wash the 
thermometer with soap and 
cool water. 

Pulse rate reflects the 
number of times a person’s 
heart beats per minute. To 
take this rate as well as the 


tespiration rate, you will 
need a clock or.watch with a 
second hand. Have the 
patient’s arm in a relaxed 
position and, turn his or her 
hand so that the thumbnail 
faces the ceiling. Place 
your two middle fingers on 
the thumb side of the 
patient’s wrist, in the 
hollow space between the 
tendons and the wristbone. 
When you feel the pulse, 
count the number of beats 
for 30 seconds. Double that

If someone in your 
household is ill and you 
phone your doctor to 
discuss the problem, your 
doctor will probably want to 
know if the patient has a 
fever. He or she may also 
ask about the pulse rate and 
the ‘rate of ‘breathing 
(respiration rate). 

Every household should 
have a clinical 
thermometer so that a 
temperature can be taken 
accurately. It is best to buy 
one with a bulb-like end 
rather than a slender one 
since the former can be 
used to take temperature 
either by mouth or rectum. 
All babies must have their 
temperatures taken 
rectally. Most young 
persons and adults can have 
their temperatures taken by 
mouth. Adults who have 
trouble breathing through 
their nose (and thus cannot 
keep their mouths closed) 
or who are extremely ill or 
unconscious will probably 
need to have their 
temperature taken rectally. 
An average normal 
temperature by mouth is 
98.6 degrees; rectally, 
normal is 99.6 degrees. 

If you are taking a 
temperature by mouth be 
sure that the patient has not 
had anything to eat or drink 
for at least a half hour. The 
thermomometer should 
read below 96 degrees 
before you insert it; if 
necessary, shake it down to 
that level. Place the end of 
the thermometer in the 
patient’s mouth. well under 
the tongue and a little to one 
side. Leave it in the mouth 
for a full three minutes. 

To take a temperature 
rectally, have adults lie on 
their side, infants on their 
stomach. Dip the 
thermometer into a little 
vaseline or cold cream. If 
the patients are capable of 
understanding, tell them 
what you are going to do. 
Spread the cheeks of the 
buttocks so you can see the 
opening of the rectum and 
insert the bulb end of the 
thermometer about one half 
to three fourths of an inch.

count and you will have the 
number of beats per 
minute. 

After you have taken the 
pulse rate and while you are 
still holding the patient’s 
wrist, check the respiration 
rate. Patients are less 
likely to change their 
breathing rate if they think 
you are still taking their 
pulse. In checking 
breathing rate, count the 
rise and fall of the patient's 
chest as one breath. Clock 


this for 30 seconds, double 
the number of breaths you 
have counted in this time 
and you have the 
respiration rate. 

As you did with the 
temperature, write down 
the rates you have counted 
and the time taken. Your 
doctor may want you to 
check all three clinical 
items at various times 
during the day so be sure 
you keep complete and 
accurate records.
